During World War |, German spies 
enlisted the help of a well-known dancer 
named Mata Hari. Her exotic shows 
attracted attention all over Europe, 
especially in Paris, where she made friends 


with French officers. Eager to impress her, 


the men shared military secrets—which 
Mata gave to the Germans. 

But Mata knew little about the art of 
spying, and soon the French caught on to 
her act. Mata’s punishment? Execution. 


Daniel Defoe, author of Robinson 
Crusoe, knew how to keep a secret. In 
1704, he organized England’s first real 
Secret Service. 

Defoe hired spies for their intelligence 
and their ability to carry out instructions with 
great secrecy. The next time somebody tells 
you a secret—no matter how juicy—see 
how long you can keep it to yourself.
